New York, Not. 28 —The marquis 
of Apeztepniii, the Conservative leader 
in Cuba, who is iu New York ou his 
way home from Spain, takes a hopeful 
view of the Cuban situation, now that 
General Blanco is in command. He 
thinks this winter's campaign will ac- 
oomplish the paoifleation of most of the 
island. "I think," he said, "now that 
General Blanco is iu coiumiind, that a 
vigoroas campaign will be began and 
Buch force will be used that the new 
plans for the government of Cuba will 
60on bo put iu operation. I think that 
after the campaign of this winter most 
of the island will bo pacified. Spain has 
plent.v of resoarcea. She will seud more 
mt u if necessary. Rather than snU'er 
her dignity to be offended Spain will 

fight to the la.'^t." * 

"What is the feeling of Spain tOWUd 
the United States / ' was asiied. 

"The Spaniard'<," he said, "who live 
under a Ktroiigly centralized ' povern- 
nient, linrl it lUiiicult to distiiiguisli be- 
tween acts committed by iiidividuals 
and acts committed by the iiution. The 
tact that tilibu>tt'r;ug expeditions have 
been e luippcd in tliis country has 
caused the Spiiniards some surprise. 
.Still, ou the whole, the fi eiing in Simin 
toward the United States is friendly. 
The people of the United States must 
remember that Spain is engaged in a 
war and that incidents winch would 
otherwise be considered unimportant 
may prove very irritatinij. » )n the other 
hand, the Uniteil States being so near 
the seat of war is apt to feel very 
strongly concerning the Cnban situa- 
tion. I thiuk that Spain nppreointM 
that thoroughly." 

"What effect do you think the release 
of the Competitor's prisonen will have 
upon the relations between Spain and 
the United States?" 

"It will undoubtedly create the 
friendliest of feelings,'' he replied. 
"The question was decided impartially 
and upon its merits by the Spanish au- 
thorities. I was surprised," he contin- 
ned, "to read the utterances of Hannis 
Taylor. I had supposed when I met 
him in Madrid that he was a friend of 
Spain. His statements concerning the 
constitution of Spain, the practices of 
the country and the character of the 
Spanish people are not gracious and 
certainly unfair. His recent speech 
saying the United States shoold recog- 
nize the independanee of Oaba is sur- 
prising." 

COMPETIT OR ^ ISONERS.

New Yokk. Nov. 23.— The Competi- 
tor priKoiiers reaclud here last night. 

The released men wore the o!<;t)ies in 
which they were cl id at the tim > of 
their capture ou April 25, ISU.i. at Eer- 
racoe, San Cayetano, Cuba. 

Another happy passenger on the Sar- 
atoga was .iulio Arteago Y. (^uo/a<la, 
the young Cuban insurgent who was 
ordered to be shot by Weyler, but ^vas 
pardoned by General Blanco, a friend 
of the prisoner's father. 

The six men who had escaped the fate 
of (he Virginias captives weie greeted 
upon their arrival in New York by an 
enthusiastic crowd, who gave them a 
hearty welcome. The poor wretches 
were too weak to respond to tha cheers 
which had been given iu their honor. 
Captain Labordo's brother was one of 
(hose assembled ou the d(.ck. The 
meetiofr between the broihors was a 
touching one. The friends of the others 
cried with joy as they grasped the 
hands of the released prisoners, whose 
eyes were sunken, faces pallid and 
forms emaciated. Representatives of 
the Cuban junta were also present, and 
they added their greeting to the men. 

This is the story which yonug Quese- 
da told concerning his release : 

"While a member of the army corps 
in the Pinar del Rio district. I became 
possessed of information to the knowl- 
edge of which I thiuk I owe the saving 
of my life. Last March I wandered 
aboot half a mile away from our hos- 
pital tent in search of some herbs, of 
whioh I desired to make medicine, 
whan a detaohmenl of Spanish infan(ry 
oaptnrad me. The noise made by my 
straggle (o free myself aroused my IU 
ccunpanions and they rushed to my as- 
sflMtnOe. During the fight ti at fol- 
lowad my friends were beaten and one 
at (hem was killed. 

"After (he conflict was over. I was 
boond and thrown on the gronndand 
beaten onmeroifolly. I was told if I 
woold confess where mj comrades had 
their dynamite stored, they woiadstQp 
beating me. This I declined to do, and 
seeing that they could not force a con- 
fession from mSt they sent me to Arte- 
misa prison, where I was tried and sen- 
tenced to be shot. 

"It was at this Jnnotore that my 
knowledge stood me in good stead. 
Two prominent Spanish generals, one a 
brigadier general whose name I do not 
oare to mention, and General Arolas, 
principally concerned themselves in my 
' release. They feared mtmmmit th«7 
.knew I had disolosnxdlHHb«Wob 
woold mis «them. TaiT XBoBpC that 
if I had to die, I uroald-tJRrhat I 
knew.. 

"These men are either base cowards 
or their desire to hold their positions 
overcame their somplee. Thiy were in 
oonstant communication with the in- 
stirgent generals, having wtitten letters 



to them; wmoh i saw wliile in the 
Pinar del Rio district, in whioh they 
stated that they wanted to make ar- 
rangements by which Spanish soldiers 
woold not be attacked in the distriots 
controlled by them. In retom, the in- 
surgents' were to have free aocess to 
thetrooha and be permitted to pass at 
wilL This proposition Was accepted 
and in this way we were able to keep 
inconstant oommnnioation with G<^ 
mez, Maceo and Garcia. 

"We had abont 6,000 men, nnder 
command of Oenaral Nonsa, while (he 
Spaniards had between 40,000 aad Va* 
000. yet we were wi^ aMe to oope with 
thrtm." 

The friends of yonng Qneseda were 
surpri/Md to learn that he had secured 
release by giving awav a secret whioh 
betrayed the allies of the insurgents in 

the Sponish army. It was this infor- 
mation and not General Blanco's friend- 
ship for the late Professor <^nesed a (hat 

secured his pardon. 

Probably the most wretched of the 

Competitor's crew is Ona Melton, the 
newspaper correspondent, whose inten- 
tion on going to Cuha was nut to partic- 
ipate in the wat, int to report tlie true 
situation of that country. In descnb- 
iug his capture and subsequent treat- 
ment. Melton ^aid that when the first 
shot WPS fired by the Spanish gunboat 
he and two of his companions lowered 
a small boat and tried to escap. They 
wore pursued and captured a short dis- 
tance from the shore. ( )ii board tlie 
gunboat they were cruelly bouml with 
ropv>B and were prodded with sliarp- 
pointed stielcs, which punctured their 
flesh. '1 hey were afferwards thrown 
into a cell and fed but once a day. 

The men are Captain .\ If redo La- 
bonle, William (iildea. (ma Melton, 
William Leavitt and Chr.rles Barnett, 
an Kn^'lishman. Tlie fivt> men were in 
fairly pf.od health and excellent sjiirit.i 
on reacliing (inuriiutiiie. Captain La- 
borde suiters somewhat from I)aral^ sis, 
which he ( ontracted dunntr h:s Long 
confinement in the Cabanas fortress. 

Joseph A. Springer, the United 
States vice consul at Ifa'Tina, was also 
a passouger on the Saratoga. Mr. 
Springer deolined to (alk forpnblica- 
tiou. 

Offlclsis Are Miim. 
N :w YoiJK, Xov. <!:!.— A party of in- 
surgents attacked the Spanish outposts 
of Havana and a sharp engagement fol- 
lowed, says the Havana correspondent 
of the Herald. The sounds <rf firing 
caused great excitement in Havana, as 
it is known that large rebel forces are 
quartered near the oi&. Details of the 
engagement are not known, bnt it is 
said that the insnxgents destroyed much 
property before snffloient Spanish forces 
were oooeentrated to drive them away. 
The loss in killed or wounded is not 
knowiv as offloials refuse to give oa( in* 
formation.

WAflHixaTON, Nov. S8.— Poetraaster 
General Gary is receiving many letters 
regarding the postal savings bank prop- 
osition strongly urged by him in his an- 
nual report. Many people throughout 
the country have written him, com- 
menting on this projected radical ex- 
tension of thd poml service, and have 
Mibmitted some raggcations calcnlated 
in their opinion to make the scheme 
more feasible.

Officers finally arrived on 
the scene and resc^ued thcvictim jost as 
he wa.s abont exhausted. He was taken 
to the county jail and a physician was 
summoned, wlio pronounced him badly 
injured, though not fatally. 

1 lie mob gathered in front of the Jail 
and made all sorts of threats, but no 
farther trouble was caused.

GUATEMALA ANU THE CHINESE. 

TIm Coaotrjr Taking .Measaraa liooklnff 

Toward Exoliikion. 

Sam Francisco, Nov. 28.— A corre- 
spondent writing from Guatemala City 
under date of Nov. 6, says: Thftgqv- 
erument of tliis country is taking steps 
tending to the exoltision of Chinese, 
who lately have been getting over the 
frontiers in large numbers. 

For this purpose the government has 
promulgated a decree providing that 
within two months all persons of Chi- 
nese nationality within tiie limits of the 
republic will have to present themselves 
to be enrolled in a registry which will 
be opened for the purpose. After the 
expiration of the term fixed even^ Chi- 
naman, who, on being requested by the 
local anthorities, does not present a 
oertiflcate, will be expelled from the 
nation. 

Ontbroak Seem* Imminent. 

HouoBTON. Mich., Nov. 28.— An out- 
break seems imminent at the Atlantic 
mine. The company has 7fi Italians 
from tho Franklis mine on the ground 
ready to take the places of the striking 
Finns and the latter annoanoe blood- 
shed will ensue at the first attempt to 
set tho ItaUans to work. There are 
now nearly 200 Finns on a strike, all of 
them biung strong and determined 
men. The Atlantic management will 
not give the strikers places again on 
any terms and will attempt to put the 
Ituians at work on the nisht shift. 

T*rM Win. 

Chelsea, I. T., Nor. N.— A forest 
fire is raging two miles sooth of this 
place. The fire started yesterday and 
by night had burn e<I over a large area, 
doing hundreds of dollars of damage to 
farms and forest. The fariuers have 
ttirned out en masse and are fighting 
the flames with vigor, but it is still be- 
yond control and is gradually working 
toward town.

Washinoton. Nov. 28.— Two nations 
are awaiting with anxiety the develop- 
ments of the attitude of congress upon 
tlxo Cuban question. The course pur- 
sued by the senate and the house of 
representutivf s will determine in a 
large measure wlu'th M- tlie relations be- 
tween tho United States and Spain ore 
to continue cordial or whether they arc 
to be strained to such an extent as to 
produce hostilities. 

It is believed that tho hotue will 
prove to be the safeguard of the admin- 
istration. As to the position of the ad- 
ministration there is no longer any 
doabt. Spain has made substantial 
concessions to public sentiment in the 
United States. The new ministry iu 
Spain asks that time be allowed to de- 
termine whether peace can not be re- 
stored by the operation of this new pol- 
icy, and President MoKinler believes 
it is tho duty of tho United States to 
grant the request.

RAILROAD TO ALASKA. 



A MuUitu<le £speoUd to Uuab There in 
tba SprlBff. 

San Francisco, Nov. 23.— Henry L. 
Martems of New York, who represents 
Tacoma and New York capitalists in- 
terested in building a railroad from 
Dyeaover the Chilkoot pass to Crater 
lake, is here. He says the first eight or 
nine miles of road ont from Dyea would 
be the usual railroad gauge oonstmo- 
tiou. It will end at the moath of Dyea 
canyon. Sixty men are now engaged 
on this work at |8 a day. 

"This division of our railroad." he 
said, **will be an aerial tramway from 
the mouth of Dyea oanyoti over the 
Chilkoot pass. This tramway is now 
being buUt at the east. It will be 
shipped by the way of Seattle and be 
placed in proper condition on its arrival 
at the Dyea canyon early in January 
next. The capacity of the rood will be 
"ibO passengers and' 150 tons of freight 
daily." 

Mr. Martems estimates that 76,000 
people will go to the Klondike country 
next spring by the way of Dyea. 

Wharfage Sinks Awar.
